NEW SCANDAL UP 


Administration Ticket . for 
Trustees Called “To Hell 
with Reform” Move 
by Rulers. 


BITTER FIGHTISCERTAIN. 


Nomination of Four Opponents 
Described as Subterfuge to 
Defeat Plans of Policy 
Holders. 


New York, July 18.—[Special. ]—The fat is in 
the fire and the management of the Mutual 
Life Insurance company is the center of a 
new cloud of accusations as the result of the 
administration ticket for trustees given out 
yesterday. ’ 

The nomination of four of its members 


has stirred the policy holders’ committee up” 


to fighting indignation. They call the ticket 
“a trick,” “an evasion of the law,” anda 
“ gross breach of propriety.” 

John Dewitt Warner, counsel for the pol- 
icy holders’ committee, denounced it as a “‘to- 
hell-with-reform "’ move on the part of the 
Mutual's officials and called on the policy- 
holders to repudiate the move. 

But at the Mutual's offices the storm is 
viewed with equanimity There it was de- 
nied today that any trick was intended. It 
Was explained that Messrs Gray, Tracy, 
Shook, and Higinbotham of the opposition 
were nominated ‘* because they were eminent 
men whose counsel would be useful in the 
company’s affairs.’’ 


Names Can’t Be Stricken Off. 

The wrath of the policy holders was in- 
creased by the discovery that apparently 
these four men must remain on the ticket. 
James McKeen, general solicitor of the Mu- 
tual, said flatfootedly early this afternoon 
there is no way by which the names-could be 
rémoved. He said if elected they might re 
fuse, to serve, and that view gave rise to 
assertiong that the names were put on the 
ticket so there might be four vacancies for 
trustees, which might be filled by the admin- 
istration trustees to their own Mking. 

It was admitted at the Mutual’s offices that 
the four men were not consulted about 
their nominations for the reason they prob- 
ably would feel inclined to decline. But hav- 
ing been nominated, it was hoped they would 
See their way clear to coiperate with the 
other trusteés who might be elected. 

All of the four men nominated from the 
opposition telegraphed to Samuel Unter- 
myer, counsel for the policy holders’ com- 
mittee, they had not been consulted and 
would not consent to run on the adminis- 
tration ticket. 


All Four Decline to Run. 

Judge Gray telegraphed: 

I instruct you te protest with the insurance com- 
missioner and wherever elee proper against my 
mame appearing on any ticket for trustee of the 
Mutual Life, and if my name has been filed with 
any ticket pleage have it removed. 

Col. A. M. Shook telegraphed: 

Telegram just received. First information re- 
ceived through general agent Mutual, this city 
(Nashville, Tenn.). Had him wire his company 
yesterday evening could not accept. 

Gen, Benjamin F. Tracy’s message was: 

Was not consulted. Had no hint of such ac- 
tion. Shall not accept. Am not a policy holder. 
Accepted position on committee in interst of those 
closely related and because I think it to be the 
duty of policy holders under existing caircum- 
stances to ‘change present management and as- 
sume control of thelr own property. 

Harlow N. Higinbotham said: 

Was not advised or consulted about nomina- 
tion. Am willing to join Gray, and Tracy in any 
statement they and you advise. 

If the view of the Mutual’s officials that 
their names cannot be taken from the titket 
is correct they will remain trustees in case 
they should be elected. The law says noth- 
ing but “‘ death or incapacity ” fe sufficient 
cause for removing any name from the 
ticket. It is understood the Mutual’s offi- 
clals construe the word “ incapacity ”’ strict- 
ly in the sense of mental incapacity. 


Untermyer at White Heat. 
Samuel Untermyer, counsel to the policy 
holders’ committee, got busy early in the day. 


| He first telegraphed to Superintendent of In- 


surance Kelsey, protesting against recelv- 
ing the names of Messrs. Gray, Higinbotham, 
Shook, and Tracy om the Mutual’s adminis- 
tration ticket. He said the obvious purpose 
the nominations was “ to confuse and de- 
ceive policy holders into the belief they are 
voting the committee’s ticket when they see 
these names on the ballot.” He then called 
the nomination “am evasion of the law and 
a gross breach of propriety,” and asked that 
the company be compelled to remove these 
names from the ticket before it Is filed. 

This Kelsey replied he could not do. 

Mr. Untermyer then issued a,statement 
saying that if Mr. McKeen, as associate 
counsel of the Armstrong committee, had 
recommended a law which would permit 
the use of names of men unwilling to serve 
as trustees on a ticket, he was sorry for Mc- 


Keen's position. 
Then he added: 


Why Not Nominate the Czar? 

“Tf that be law (which it is not) I am sur- 
prised at the self- restraint of the discredited 
management in view of the pitiful plight in 
which they find themselves. They might 
with equal propriety have named President 
Roosevelt, Emperor| William, the Czar of 
Russia, and the President of France. Why 
this moderation? ‘The whole performance 
would be judicrously childish if the issues 
undertying it were not sd momentous to the 
500,000 policy holders concerned.” 

James McKeen, general solicitor of the 
company, said in answer to Mr. Untermyer: 

“The four men whom our trustees have 
nominated, to the discomfort of Mr. Unter- 
myer, have all manifested such interest in 
the suceess of the company that the trustees, 
who naturally are looking for the best board, 
gladly took them at their word and put them 
on the ticket, which we hope and have good 
reason to believe will be elected. Asnothing 
but death or incapacity can relieve a man 
frém an administration ticket, I am afraid 
they will have to be elected even against their 
wishes. 

“The law provides-that in case of resigna- 
tion after election the other trustees may 
fill the vacancies. The superintendent of in- 
surance has no power to strike off the names 
on any ticket and Mr. Untermyer will not be 
able to mandamus him to do go. The gentle- 
men have been placed on our ticket and we 
will elect them, whether they like it or not. 
After they are elected they may resign if 
they wish, but we hepe they will consent to 
serve on the e board and lend us their valuable

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LURES MADMAN TO SAFETY 


SUPT. WILHITE RESCUES PATIENT 
FROM DUNNING ROOP. 


New Head of Institution Climbs a 
Ladder in Disguise and Induces 
Joseph Daly, Whe for Twelve 
Hours Had Defied Others, to Ac- 
company Him in an “Escape” 
County Commissioners Had Tried 
in Vain to Bring Down the Man. 


Dr. O. C. Wilhite completed his third day 
as superintendent of the Dunning institution 
last evening by luring from a roof and 
rescuing Joseph Daly, aninsane patient, who 
had defied hospital attendants and others for 
twelve hours. 

As twilight came the guards, firemen, and 
voluntary helpers were sent away. Daly ap- 
parently was to be left to his devices aloft on 
the cornice of the five story main building. 
Then thé superintendent crept up the ladder 
left by the firemen, under cover of the 
gathering darkness, disguised as a patient. 

Pretending to cover his movements with 
utmost secrecy, he edged his way to Daly. 

* I’ve been here as long as you have,”’ the 
superintendent whispered; ‘this is our 
chance. Let’s climb down and run while itis 
dark.” 

Daly; who had spurned every bait offered 
during the day and had threatened to hurl 
himself to the ground and to death if any 
one tried to put hands on him, was charmed, 
He followed Dr. Wilhite down and was seized 
by hidden attendants as he stepped upon the 
ground, 


Creeps Up Iron Netting. 

On arising in the morning Daly, who is 
powerful and weighs 180 pounds and who 
oncé was a guard at the house of correction, 
crept from his ward to the back porch, 
where inmates take their walks, There isa 
porch on every floor, all inclosed by a stout 
iron netting to prevent escape. ‘This netting 
runs from the ground to the roof. 

Daly worked a hole in it, and, worming 
his way through, found himself on the out- 
side, clinging to the mesh. Instead of jump- 
ing—he was on the first floor—he began 
climbing up, clinging to the heavy wire 
like a squirrel. Before he had ascended 
to the next story he was seen by attendants. 
But as he refused to descend it was thought 
best to let him have his way, the guards be- 
HMeving it would be easy to induce him to 
come down later. 


Warns Pursuers to Desist. 


Several attendants followed Daly to the 
roof. He seated himself on the stone cor- 
nice and watched them approach. They 
mounted to the summit of the ridge of the 
roof and as a first venture tried soft argu- 
ments. Daly was scornful and defiant. He 
warned his pursuers to leave him alone or 
he would jump. 

Tiring of this, Guard Creff was lowered 
by his associates to Daly’s perch on the 
brink. The escaped man grapppled his vis- 
itor and for some minutes the two swayed 
and ‘leaned and hovered on the edge of the 
roof and spectators held their hreath, fearing 
both would be precipitated to the ground. 

These attendants had to give up the task 
and the city firemen at the Jefferson station 
were called. They ran a ladder to the eyrie 
perch of the maniac. As a fireman mounted 
to the roof Daly drew back, mumbling and 
renewing his threats. The plan was a fail- 
ure and was given up, the ladder being left 
in place, 

It was now the middle of the forerioon and 
the roof grew hot In the rays of the midsum- 
mer sun. Daly shifted from one foot to 
another to save his shoeless soles. The 
crowd saw him remove most of his cloth- 
ing and wondered what form his dementia 
was to take next. 

Stands on His Clothing. 

This clothing was laid on the ledge and 
Daly stepped on it. He had found cool foot- 
ing and cheated the sun. For hours, through 
the middle of the day, he wae seen standing 
erect, silhouetted against the sky, or finding 
temporary relief in sitting on his improvised 
cushion. County Commissioners William 
Busse and Edward H, Olson had joined the 
throng below, hoping to be of assistance. 

Late tn the day some on hadan inspiration. 
A lasso was suggested. A rope was brought 
and passed up to the roof in the hands of 
a guard. Seated on the peak, he coiled it, 
swung it around his head, and let it fly at 
Daly.

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SCALDS FATAL TOPATIBNT 


HARRY SCHRAMAN DIES AFTER 
DUNNING ACCIDENT. 


Guards Eluded by Insane Patient, 
Who Leaps Into Bathtub Filled 
with Hot Water and Is Found Un- 
conscious Later—One Attendant Is 
Discharged and Further Investiga- 
tion Will Be Made—Physician Says 
Burns May Have Caused Shock. . 


Following severe burns received while tak- 
ing a bath, Harry Schraman, a patient at 
Dunning, died suddenly yesterday afternoon 
in the hospital of the institution. The case 
had some unexplained phases. which led Dr. 
O. C. Wilhite, the superintendent, to ask an 
investigation by the coroner and later to dis- 
charge A. B. Crawford, an attendant. 

Negligence is supposed to be responsible 
for the accident which caused Schraman's 
death. Although three attendants were de- 
tailed to guard the patients in the cottage 
where Schraman was confined, the latter, 
who was suffering from dementia, escaped 
from his guards and plunged into a bathtub 
of bolling water. 

Schraman resided in Chicago, although the 
Dunning authorities were unable last night 
to locate any of his relatives. Peter Kleiner, 
146 Wells street, said to be a friend, was 
notified of his death. 


Ordered Under Strict Watch. 


Two months ago Schraman was brought 
to Dunning from the Kankakee asylum. His 
case was diagnosed as termina! dementia, 
which is the last stage of this species of in- 
eanity, and strict surveillance of his move- 
ments were ordered by the staff physicians. 
Schraman was placed in a cottage which was 
in charge of Dr. Charles Eberlin. 

The latter said last night the patient evi- 
dently had eluded his guards and secreted 
himself.in the bathroom while they were en- 
gaged in looking after the needs of other pa- 
tients, There he had unclothed himself and, 
turning on the hot water, had jumped into 
the bathtub. When found a few minutes 
later Schraman was unconscious from 
frightful scalds received. His right.arm and 
side were burhed badly and the anterior 
side of one leg also was blistered. He was 
removed quickly to the hospital, but died at 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. 


Says Scalds Induced Death. 

Dr. Dberlin asserted the burns received by 
the patient were only superficial and could 
not have caused death of themselves. He 
‘explained, however, that patients suffering 
from the disease which Schraman had were 
affected by high degrees of heat and that 
the shock may have been responsible for the 
fatal result. 

“T undérstand,”’ he said, “‘ that the attend- 
ants were nearby at the time, but I have 
not learned yet whether any others than 
Crawford were to blame for negligence. He 
was the only one who did not have a special] 
duty to perform and therefore the respon- 
sibility naturally must be traced to him. An 
investigation will be made and-steps taken 
to learm exactly how death occurred and 
whether negligence attaches to anybody con- 
nected with the institution.” 


TAG VANDERBILT LIKE CABBY.

Atlantic City, N. J., July 18.—{Special.]— 
Alfred Vanderbilt, millionaire sportsman of 
New York and Newport, registered as a 
“ bus man ” today after the Bus Men’s asso- 
ciation had threatened to demand the arrest 
of the noted whip for carrying passengers 
without a Hcense.

ROGERS MOST DISGORGE. 


FEDERAL COURT ORDERS HIM TO 
GIVE UP GAS PROFITS. 


Amount He Must Return to Former 
Bondholders of Bay State Gas Com- 
pany at Least $1,500,000, Perhaps 
Twice That Much — Philadelphia 
Receiver Notified to Go Ahead and 
Collect — O11 Magnmate Cleared of 
Fraud: in Addicks Deal. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 18.—[Special.}— 
Henry H. Rogers, oil king, business associate 
of John D. Rockefeller, once a friend of 
Thomas W. Lawson, will have to pay back 
$1,500,000 to the Bay State Gas company for 
the benefit of the bondholders. 

A decision of the United States Circuit 
court in Boston, handed down today, holds 
Rogers accountable for a profit of no less 
than $3,000,000, made while he was act- 
ing as voting trustee of the Bay State Gas. 
The court directs that if the master in the 
case is unable to determine with accuracy 
just what proportion of profit is in equity pay- 
able to the receiver, the defendant must pay 
at least one-half, or $1,500,000. 


Rogers Guiltless of Fraud. 

One thing in Rogers’ favor is that the de- 
cision finds him not guilty of fraud. 

Receiver Pepper today made a statement, 
and, among ather things, said: 

“In 1889 Addicks secured control of four 
gas companies in Boston by acquiring the 
stock, which he pledged with the Mercantile 
Trust company of New York as security for 
the issuance of $12,000,000 worth of bonds. 
To issue these bonds it wae necessary to or- 
ganize another company. As the Delaware 
legislature was not In session it was formed 
under the general laws of New Jersey as 
the Bay State Gas company of New Jersey. 

“By the terms of the charter and agree- 
ment between Addicks and the Mercantile 
Trust company the directors of the four 
Boston companies were to be dictated by 
the New Jersey company. <A few months 
later the Delaware legislature met and 
granted a favorable charter to Addicks, who 
immediately organized the Bay State Gas 
company of Delaware and caused to be trane- 
ferred to it the power, control, and stock 
held by the Bay State Gas of New Jersey. 

“In 1896 control was transferred by Ad- 
dicks to Henry H. Rogers asa voting trustee. 
So in his hands was vested the sole authority 
to nominate the directors of the four Boston 
companies. 


Makes $3,000,000 Out of It. 


** Rogers at once had appointed as directors 
men strictly amenable to his commands and 
had a contract entered into with another 
Boston concern, the Brookline Gas company, 
of which Rogers was the soleowner. This so 
enhanced the value of the stock of the latter 
company, previously held at $6,000,000, that 
Rogers was enabled to dispose of it in one 
solid block to Henry M. Whitney of the New 
England Gas and Coke company for $9,000,- 
Oo 


‘When a receiver was appointed in this 
action, Rogers, in using the trusteeship for 
the purpose of personal gain, was made sub- 
ject to litigation and suits at once were in- 
stituted to compel him to make an account- 
ing—something he has never done during his 
trusteeship—and to turn over to the com- 
pany the entire profits of $3.000,000 accru- 
ing from the sale of the Brookline Gas com- 
pany.” 


DON’T BUY GOODS BY MAIL, 
SAYS GOV. FOLK IN ADDRESS. 


Missouri Executive Tells People to Pat- 
ronize Home Merchants and Adver- 
tise in Local Papers. 


Jefferson City, Mo., July 18.—Gov. Joseph 
W. Folk, tn addressing the retail merchants 
of Missourt at their convention here yester- 
day, spoke against the mail order business 
and favored advertising in the town papers. 
He said, in part: 

“ We are proud of our splendid cities, and 
we want them to increase in wealth and pop- 
ulation, and we also want our country towns 
to grow. We wish the city merchants to 
build up, but we also desire the country mer- 
chants to prosper. I do not believe in the 
mail order citizen. If a place is good enough 
for a man to live in and to make his money 
in, it is good enough for him to spend his 
money.

GEORGE W. BRYSON EXPIRES OF 
TETANUS AT HOSPITAL. 


President of Chicago, Desplaines and 
Fox River Railway Company Was 
Slightly Injured by Explosion of 
Cannon Cracker While Celebrating 
with Children—Paid Little Atten- 
tion to Wound and Lockjaw Sets 
In with Fatal Result.

The 4th of July death harvest claimed 
another victim in Chicago yesterday when 
George W. Bryson, president of the Chicago, 
Desplaines and Fox River railway company 
and also president of the Dlinois and Wiscon- 
sin Construction company, 921 Stock Bx- 
change building, died of lockjaw in Mercy 
hospital. 

Mr. Bryson, who was 43 years old, received 
‘a slight injury on the night of July 4, when 
he was shooting off fireworks and giant 
crackers with his children in front of his 
residence, 1448. Montrose boulevard. A can- 
non cracker failed to discharge and Mr. Bry- 
son picked it up. As he did so it exploded and 
pieces of the paper entered his hand. 


Pays Little Attention to Wound. 

The injury wag not apparently a severs 
one and he paid little attention to it, aside 
from extracting bits of paper from the 
wound. 

A few days later soreness developed, and 
he visited a physician, who dressed the in- 
jury. The wound did not heal, however, and 
on Friday he went to the office of Dr. E. R. 
Ogden, Reliance building, physician for the 
fitna Accident Insurance company, “by 
which he was insured. 

Dr. Ogden made an examination of the 
wound, and discovered evidence of tenanus; 
also that no anti-tetanic serum had been In- 
jected. He hurried Mr. Bryson to Mercy 
hospital, where every effort was made to save 
his life. His condition was favorable up to 
yesterday morning, and i was expected he 
would live. Suddenly, however, he was at- 
tacked by spasms of the heart and paralysis 
set in. This was fatal, and he died about 
noon. 


Was Electric Road Builder. 

Mr. Bryson was born in Indana and came 
to Chicago twenty years ago. During his 
residence in Chicago he was employed by 
two electric roads, and a few years ago be- 
came interested in suburban trolleys. The 
organization of the Illinois and Wisconsin 
Construction company, with M. B. Louis, 552 
East Sixty-sixth street, as his partner, fol- 
lowed, and then the Chicago, Desplaines and 
Fox River railway company was formed 

This company began the construction of 
an electric line from Chicago to McHenry, 
Ill., the terminus of which will be the Fifth 
avenue station of the Metropolitan Elevated. 
Work was in progress on this at the time of 
Mr. Bryson’s death. 

Mr. Bryson is survived by a widow. three 
sons, Frank 8., George D., and Ralph O., and 
two daughters, Albina M. and Eva M. 

The funeral will be beld Saturday morning, 
probably at the family residence. 


Victim at Kansas City. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 18.—{Special. }— 
Grace Nifford, 16 years old, died tonight of 
blood poisoning. On July 4 a common fire- 
cracker exploded in her hand, causing the 
wound which ultimately led to her death.

have been urging the commission not to 
allow the rate to be entered on any tariff 
which is not germane to a partioular tariff 
of which it is an amendment. This should 
be followed later by requirements that the 
railroads consolidate. their tariffe and get 
them into an understandable shape.” 

If Mr. Stickney’s views are carried out by 
the commission a rule willbe adopted pro- 
hibiting a change in tariff without repub- 
lication of the entire tariff. The republica- 
tion would involve heavy expense and cause 
a railroad to hesitate about making a change. 
Mr. Stickney had [In his possession a tariff 
which had been filed with the commission 
which was in the nature of a special rate 
upon fiour. This action was technically in 
observance of the law, but as a matter of 
fact was clearly a discrimination in favor 
of one shipper, and thus a violation of the 
law. 

“ Bverybody wants to know what a rate 
will be six months hence,’’ said Mr. Stickney, 
“and that is what I would like to see fixed 
With. stable rates the business interests of 
the country would be in better position te 
ado business.” 

Cowan Explains Features. 

Samuel H. Cowan of Texas has been In 
Washington during the last few days con- 
ferring with the interstate commerce com- 
mission. Judge Cowan in consultation with 
Senator Dolliver prepared a bill which is 
the basis of the present law, and threw light 
today upon another feature of the act which 
is worrying the railroads. 

“The law requires that a raihroad com- 
pany engaged in interstate transportation 
by means of a through route,”’ he said, “ shall 
publish charges on its own line and on other 
lines making up a through route so as to 
show the total of charges. In other words, 
it must show what each carrrier charges on 
every shipment. If that provision of the 
law is to be given literal construction then 
every station, every railroad in the United 
States, as a condition precedent to shipping 
any article of interstate freight, must have 
on file a published tariff of its own rate and 
rates on the routes used to destination. 

“This would be a practical impossibility 
for short lines of railroads, which would go 
bankrupt in publishing the tariff. It would 
be better for them to retire from the business 
of transportation. It altogether is likely 
the commission, under discretion given to it 
by section 6 of the law, will be compelled to 
so construe that part ofithe act as not to 
require the doing of practically an impossible 
thing.” It must be assumed that where the 
commerce of the country demands a through 
rate the commission will establish it and 
make a joint rate, for the railroads would 
not have to publish rates on other lines except 
where they are joint rates.”

The United States Express company gave 
today to the interstate commerce commission 
strong’ reasons fn support of its petition that 
sufficient time be granted to express com- 
panies in which to prepare their rates for 

ing. 

Os Pisge an office of the United States Ex- 
press company to another office of the United 
States Express company.” sald C. H. Crosby, 
vice president of the. corporation in a letter 
to the commission, “there are, in round 
numbers, some 6,000,000 rates to be tran- 
scribed from various records and to be put 
in such shape as to be valuable for the pur- 
peses of the commission.

From 
the best information we have it does not 
seem practicable to furnish information as an 
entirety, as we understand the commission 
prefers to receive it, under six months.

Peabody Laughs at Untermyer. 

When Mr. Peabody, president of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company, was shown Mr.

Perhaps his solicitude that there shall bea 
good board is not so great as his solicitude 
lest the control of affairs shall pass out of 
his hands.

“We believe that Judge Gray, Gen. Tracy, 
Col. Shook, and Mr. Higinbotham, notwith- 
standing their criticism upon our adminis- 
tration, were men well fitted for trustees. 
They had signified their desire for the change 
and expressed themselves freely as to the 
character of that chaagge, and we felt, and 
still feel, that we had a perfect right to place 
their names upon our ticket. To speak of 
our doing s0 as a breach of propriety is non- 
sense. 

“ The truth is that Mr.’ Untermyer, in my 
judgment, is not altogether the disinterested 
public benefactor he would have the policy- 
holders understand. He made up a list of 
gentlemen of excellent character, calling 
them by the high sounding name of the inter- 
national policyholders’ committee, and asked 
them to-meet in New York. It is absurd to 
say that they were delegated to this work 
by the policyholders. No one could, by any 
possibility, have reached the policyholders 
in such numbers as to secure any proper 
mandate from them.” 


Bogus Names on Lists? 


Acting for the policy holders’ organization, 
Mr. Untermuyer also sent a protest.to Albany 
today against the manner in which the liste 
of policy holders in the various insurance 
companies have been filed. He says the com- 
panies have failed to give the proper ad- 
dresses in many instances and have been 
guilty of ‘‘ willful evasion.”’ That the lists 
of policy holders filed with him by the in- 
surance companies do not comply with the 
law. 

‘‘They are a willful evasion, intended to 
disfranchise a large proportion of the policy 
holders,” he declares, ‘‘ and to secure unfair 


the imperiding election. A list giving the 
addresses of numerous John Smiths as New 
York is a palpable violation of the law. 
The addresses of a large proportion of the 
names of policy holders in large cities are 
thus given. without street or street numbers. 
Again, there are numerous instances in the 
lists as filed where the policy holder’s name 
ig given and a county address with no post- 
office, village, town, or city. 
Nothing Doing at Albany. 

Albany, N. Y., July 18.—Supt. Otto Kelsey 
of the state insurance department today re- 
ceived the two protests signed by Samuel 
Untermeyer, general counsel of the interne- 
tional policy holders’ committee, against ac- 
tion taken by the Mutual and the New York 
Life insurance companies. 

Supt. Kelsey said tonight that he had no 
authority to strike any names from the list 
of nominations filed with him. His under- 
standing was that these nominations were 
filed in the department as a matter of record. 

As for the complaint against the form in 
which the lists of policy holders were filed, 
he said he had not yet had time to examine 
it particularly nor had he examined the lists 
themselves; he would await more specific 
complaint, as the work of copying pro 
gressed. If tt should appear that the com- 
panies had not in good faith complied with 
the law, he would take such steps as he 
conceived to be within his duty. 


Suits Against McCurdys Dropped. 

The Mutual Life Insurance company, it is 
learned, has decided to drop three suits be- 
gun against the former McCurdy manage- 
ment. The actions to be dropped are; The 
Mutual against Robert H. McCurdy, the for- 
mer general manager of the company and 
the son of the ex-president; the Mutual 
against *Charies H. Raymond and Louis A. 
Thebaud, and the Mutual against ex-Presti- 
dent McCurdy. In none of these sults has a 
copy of the complaint been served. The na- 
ture of. the three suits, therefore, is likely 


to remain unknown.

Maneuver of Fort Sheridan Troops In- 
tended as Test of Efficiency for Cam- 
paign—March Under Hot Sun. 


East Chicago, Ind., July 18.—All doubt as 
to the primary object of their 287 mile march 
and six weeks’ encampment in Indianapoli-

FIELD SCHEDULE 


Reviewers Increase Personalty 
to $30,783,928 on Attor- 
ney’s Statement. 


BACK TAXSTILLUNHEARD 


‘Lawyer Refuses Information, but 
Members of Board Hope to 
Collect Big Sum. 


More than $5,000,000 was added to the 
schedule for the Mafshall Field estate yes- 
terday, when Attorney William G. Beale, 
representing the executors for the estate, 
appeared before the board of review once 
more. This brings the total of personal 
property in the estate, with the exception 
of the holdings of Chicago City, railway 
stock, up to $30,788,928. This sum 4s almost 
double the figure placed on the property by 
the assessors a few days ago, and fifteen 
times the sum on which Mr. Field was taxed 
in. the last two years of his life. 

As the result of the investigation that has 
been going on for many days, the members 
of the board of review are more than hope- 
ful that the back taxes on the estate can be 
collected in the courts. Fred Upham, who 
conducted the questioning of Attorney Beale, 
said that the sum the county would realize 
on back taxes would be enormous. Mr. 
Beale, however, again refused to give the 
members of the board any definite informa- 
tion regarding the position of the executors 
of the estate on the back tax question: He 
insisted that he had had no time to give 
the matter any thought. 


Gives Figures on Stock Holdings. 


“TI Gelieve that you asked for definite in- 
formation regarding the shares of stock in - 
corporations outside of Illinois,”’ said Mr. 
Beale upon seating himself before Mr. Up- 
ham and Roy O. West. “ With the exception 
of national bank stoclé the value of such 
holdings could be roughly stated at. $10,- 
805,000, 

“ Goods and chattels I place at $28,988, the 
appraiser’s estimate, which is a good, lb- 
eral value. Mr. Field had some holdings itn 
the Chicago City railway, but I do not be- 
lieve that that would be considered taxable, 
especially as it now is impossible to say just 
what this property ts worth. Generally es- 
timated, Mr. Field’s syndicate holdings, ex- 
clusive of the Chicago City railway, may be 
placed at $750,000. °

“WORTH $100,000 0 SIGN’ 


“MAJ.” HOGAN GIVES HIS VER- 
SION OF RACE BILL STORY. | 
Says Yates, When Governor, Told Him 
of Being Offered $50,000 to Ap- 
prove Law Proposed by Washing- 
ton Park Track Men and Added 
That He “Would Not De It for 
Less” than the Larger Sum Named 

—Here to Buy a Horse. 


“ Major” Dan Hogan of Mound City and 
Danville happened to be in Chicago yesterday 
purchasing a horse—for domestic, not for 
racetrack purposes. For this reason he was 
able to acquire early knowledge of the fact 
that Richard Yates had atcused him of act- 
ing as the agent for John R. Walsh and 
others interested in the Washington park 
racetrack in an attempt to buy an act of the 
legislature permitting racetrack gambling. 

In reply “ Major ” Hogan, who is federal 
court clerk for the eastern Illinols district, 
declares that Mr. Yates ‘in his relation of 
the incident twisted the facts a little. 

Yates told me he had been offered $50,000 
to sign the bill,” eaid Hogan, “ but that he 
would not do it for less than $100,000.” 

Major” Hogan, who was found in the 
lobby of thé Great Northern hotel, had some 
difficulty in recalling the details of the con- 
versation which he had had with the former 
governor during the latter's term of office. 


; Couldn’t Recall It at First. 

“I happened to spend the night down at the 
Chicago Beach hotel,” he said, “‘and this 
morning at breakfast I saw in the papers 
what Yates had been saying about me. 
There wasn’t any one in the dining room at 
the time and I thought it all over and I made 
up my mind that it was alla lie. If you .ad 
asked me yesterday afternoon about it I 
couldn’t have remembered a word. And I 
couldn’t at breakfast. 

“ But, corning down on the Avain, I got to 
thinking. I am buying a horse and the lady 
is in the reception room now waiting for her 
money. I got to thinking about it and I did 
recall having a talk with Yates about the 
matter. ' 

“I was registrar of the grain office and 1 
had gone over to the mansion to talk with 
Yates. He had been thinking about running 
again for governor—this was during his 
second legislature—and he had to have money 
to make the campaign. 

“So we got to talking and he mentioned 
the race track bill. I didn't know the bill 
was in the legislature. I don’t know any- 
thing about race horses, Iam buying a horse 
now and the lady who owns it is waiting for 
her money, but the banks have closed and 
they won’t cash a check at the hotel. But I 
don’t know anything about race horses. 


Worried by Slush Fund. 

“TI did: know, though, that Yates had 
been doing a whole lot of things that would 
get us all in all sorts of trouble. If the people 
found us out they would think we were all 
sort of particeps criminis and I had offered 
to resign-—with the slush fund and every- 
thing else that was going on., 

“But I didn’t resign. Yates didn’t want 
me to. And on this occasion he brought up 
the racetrack bill. He said he thought it 
could be passed and he said the fellows back 
of it—I believe they were the Illinois Horse 
Breeders’ association, but I don’t know any- 
thing about racehorses—had offered: him 
$50,000 to sign it. 

“TI didn’t tell him what I thought, which 
was that it wasn’t worth $50, but he went on 
and said he weuldn’t sign it for less than 
$100,000. I can't remember exactly whether 
he said he told them he wouldn’t sign it for 
less than $100,000 or Whether ne just told me 
he wouldn’t. It was one or the other. 

“The campaign he was thinking of making 
was going to be a pretty heavy one, but as 
I say, I never heard of the bill and probably 
never would have thought of the talk again 
if he hadn’t gone after me in‘his speech, 


Doesn’t Mix in Politics. 

**T don't mix in politics any more. Tama 
federal court clerk, and the judges are ap- 
pointed for life, and they are strict with the 
clerks.

ATTACK LORIMER 
AS NATION'S BANE 


Republican Association of the 
Sixth District Is Out with 
Harsh Criticism.. 


CALLED PACKERS’ ALLY. 


Organization Urges Nomination’ 
of L. P. Friestedt to Succeed 
Congressman. 


- 


The executive committee of the  Repub- 
ican Association of the Sixth Congressional 
district "’ has issued a statement to voters of 
this district, in which reasons are given for 
supporting the candidacy of L. P. Friestedt 
against Congressman William Lorimer for 
thé republican nomination.

It is not only a question of whether 
food products should be what they pretend to’ 
be and whether they should be decent and 
wholesome, but there is a greater question 
involved—the treatment of employés.

Next 
session I expect to see a strong recommenda- 
tion made by the engineers that the work, 
which will cost $31,000,000, be carried out. 
“The waterway will become a fact if I re- 
main in congress a few years longer, and 
then I shall not be surprised if Friestedt or 
some other man should come out and declare 
that I ought not to be returned to office be- 
cause I didn’t take a pick and shovel and do 
the job myself.” 
Friestedt Deserter Makes Speech. 
Before the congressman, spoke James F. 
Lee, vice president of the ward club, was 
given an opportunity to explain the reason of 
his return to the Lorimer camp. Lee pre- 
sided at the Ruxton meeting last week at 
which the rebellion against the boss started. 
“In a private conference,” he said, “ Del- 
bert A. Clithero made statements to me af- 
fecting the character of Mr. Lorimer as a 
gentleman anda truthful man which, if true, 
were serious. He coupled them with such 
assurances that I believed them.

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MORE PROFIT FROM CANAL 


STONE CONTRACT SHOWS GOOD 
BUSINESS METHODS. 


Trustees of the Sanitary District 
Award Privilege to John M. Ewen 
Instead of by Competitive Bids, 
Thereby Increasing Revenue from 
Building Material Aleng Banks of 
the Stream—Move to Extend Branch 
to Evanston. 


- 


Copies were distributed to the drainage 
trustees yesterday of the novel contract— 


ppovel in'the history of the santtary district— 


‘which the finance committee proposes to 
make with John M. Ewen, the engineer, for 
the sale of crushed stone on the banks of the 
canal at a profit to,the district. 

The contract has been carefully drawn and 
is a complicated document for hot weather 
reading, but its main provision fs clear 
enough on that point that the sanitary dis- 
triat Shall get at least 10% cents, “ and then 
some,”’ for every cubic yard of crushed stone 
taken from the heaped up banks. 

This is regarded as a dizzy price, compared 
with the 8 cents a cubic yard which the Joliet 
Artificial Stone company enjoyed on its four 
year contract with the old board. 


Increase in Profit to Board. 

Even the better contracts entered into with 
the American Crushed Stone company and 
Western Stone company at 10 cents a cubic 
yard are outdone in the net profit which the 
district will get. The American Crushed 
Stone company was obligated to remove only 
40,000 cubic yards a year, producing an in- 
come of $4,000. The Western Stone people 
were required to remove 65,560 cubic yards, 
which brought an income of $6,556 a year. 
Neither concern was especially interested 
in going beyond this figure, their chief in- 
terest in the contracts lying in the ability 
it gave them to keep the crushed stone mar- 
ket undisturbed. 


, Under the Ewen contract, however, the 


“perty of the second part’’ is required to 
remove at least 800,000 cubic yards every year, 
netting the district at least $380,000. 

The most complicated provision of the con- 
tract relates to the disposition of whatever 
profits the engineer may make. After pay- 
ing the district 10% cents for every cubic 
yard, he is alldwed to “ coverin * 5% cents 
for the wear and tear on his plants and 1% 
cents for interest on his investment. 


Scent Scheme of Contractors. 

The balance ts profit and ordinarily would 
go to the engineer without further ado. The 
board insists, however, that half the profits 
up to 85 cents a cubic yard shall go to the 
district. Of the profit between that point 
and 70 cents a cubic yard the board absorbs 
66%, per cent. 

Altogether it is regarded as striking high 
water mark in the letting of contracts for 
the drainage district. ~The old practice of 
advertising for bids was not followed in this 
instance, the trustees getting wind of an 
intention upon the part of the crushed stone 
‘‘trust ’ to grab the contract and then liti- 
gate over carrying it out.. Even if they lost 
they would succeed ig their desire to keep 
crushed stone out of the local market for 
several years. 

Move to Extend Canal. 

The drainage board next Wednesday will 
award the contract for opinions and assist- 
nace in the purchase of land tn the Calumet 
and Evanston districts for the contemplated 
improvement of the drainage system. This 
will be the final step in the arrangements 
which have been going on for some time pre- 
paratory to buying the property hecessary 
for the proposed extensions. 


IGORROTES ORDERED BACK 
TO PHILIPPINES BY COURT. 


Bethea Scores Showmen for Exhibiting 
Human Beings, “Like Animals,” in 
Refusing Writ. : 


Showmen were scored for exhibiting human 
beings “like animals,” and all the Igorrotes 
on exhibition at Chicago amusement parks 
were ordered back to their native land by 
Judge Bethea in the federal court yesterday. 

This was the effect of a decision of the court 
on a writ of habeas corpus secured by Dr. 
Truman Hunt, who brought the savages 
here for exhibition, whereby he sought to 
take them out of control of United States In- 
spector Barker of the war department. 

‘There ig no one better able to®take care 
of these people than the government,” said 
Judge Bethea, ‘‘ They should not be rushed 
around the country and exhibited like so 
many animals. These men should not have 
come into ¢ourt in an effort to get them out 
of the government’s control. Let them go 
home ifthey wantto. The case is dismissed.” 

The Igorrotes had many complaints to 
make against the treatment accorded them 
by Dr. Hunt. Principal among them was one 
that he had refused to pay them their sal- 
aries and that he was-holding back $1,000 
collected by them as gifts from sightseers. 
Dr. Hunt denied this, as he did the charge 
that the natives were searched for money 
they had concealed. 

The upshot of the whole matter is that the 
Igorrotes will be taken back to the Philip- 
pines by Mr. Barker July 25. This gives 
them. one week more to be exhibited in this 


city. 


AGED BROKER ENDS OWN LIFE. 


T. J. Dolan, for Many Years a Real Es- 
tate Dealer, Commits Suicide 
in His Office. 


T J. Dolan, for many years @ réai estate 
dealer in Chicago, shot and killed himeeif 
in his office in the McCormick block some 
time during Tuesday night. His son, T. 
J. Dolan Jr., found his body on a couch In 
the room yesterday morning. 

The father was reputed to be wealthy. De- 
cline of his health following a paralytic 
stroke a year and a half ago is believed to 
have prompted him to end his life. He was 
79 years old and lived at 1088 West Con- 
gress street.
